I had been slightly ge- 
quainted with him when he lived in Columbus 
and was engaged in other busi and in’ that 
way the conversation 8 1 to him: 

“| understand, Mr. Sells, that you have been 
in the South during the winter. Now, you are 
not given to exaggeration,—showmen never 
are,—and, as 1 understand it, you are a Dem- 
ocrat. How did you find things down there? 
Are they so bad as they are represented by the 
newspapers!“ 

We bave been down South nearly all winter, 
and I used to be a Democrat,—but I am so no 
longer. I am thoroughly converted. It used 
to be the fact that showmen were almost all 
Democrats, but that day has passed. No man 


can go through what we did and hold to that 


faith. You Know it is generally conceded that 
showmen are pobodies. The Southern chivalry 
peculiariy believe this, and act upon it in every 
way they can. They don’t put on any airs for 
us.

He's a perfect gentieman, sir,—a perfect gen- 
tleman,—but slightly in liquor. Better let him 
pass; that's the way they all does.’ Of course 
we let bim pass. ‘here was nothing else to do.

‘suit in the United States Court of Claims, the

Another bill, introduced by Mr. Gunther, of 
Arkansas, ‘proposes to repeal Sec. 3,480. Re- 
vised Statutes, in about as many words as are 
emploved by Mr. Davis in his bill above quoted. 
The following is the section referred to: 

Tt shall be unlawfrul for any oficer to pay any ac- 
count, claim, or demand against the United States 
which accrued or existed prior tothe loth day of 
April, 1861, in favor of any person who promoted, 
encouraged, orinany manner sustained the late 
Rebellion, or in favor of any person who, — 
such Rebellion, was not known to de oppose 
thereto, and distinctly in favor of its suppression, 
and ho pardon, granted or hereafter to be granted, 
shall authorize the payment of such account, claim, 
or demand until this section is medided or repeai- 
ed. But this section shall wot be construed to pro- 
hioit the payment of claims founded upon con- 
tracts made by any of the Departments where such 
claime were assigned or contracted to be assigned 
prior .o the lst day of April, 1861, to the creditors 
of such contractors, loyal citizens of loyal States, 
in payment of debts incurred prior to the Ist day uf 
March, 1861. 

The introduction of these two bills looks as if 
the Democrats had already begun to act upon 
the declaration made by Mr. Blackburn, in a 
recent speech in the House, in which he said, 
addressing the Republicans: We do not in- 
tend to stop until we have stricken the last 
vestige of your war measures from the stat- 
ute-book.”

A HEINOUS CRIME.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Mey 5.—Calvin A. Light 
is the publisher of weekly paper, the organ of 
the Communists, which has been called half a 
dozen different names, and is now known as 
the Demecrat. It is disreputable in the extreme, 
and has been a channei for all manner of malig- 
nant gossip apd personal slander. Now and 
then the Saturday Hera d, edited by George C. 
Harding, aman who drinks bard, has paid its 
respects to Wight. in very severe terms. Within 
the past few weeks the Vemocrat has, in return, 
been specially abusiveof Harding personally, de- 
scending to the lowest and vilest abuse. Last 


ding visited Light’s house, and, after an unsuc- 
cessful assault with a pistol, was arrested ana 
put into the station-house. Between 2 fand 3 
o’ clock this morning the Mayor released him upon 
$500 bail. At8o’clock Harding left his house, 
still somewhat the worse for liquor, and, after 
‘taking another drink, went to & pawobroker’s 
‘shop and bought a large Colt’s eavalry revolver, 
- which be loaded with powder and ball. He 
then went over to the building where Ligtit’s 
printing-office is located, and, opening the door 
of a room which is situated in the second story, 
steadied himself behmd the door and opened 
flre upon Light, who was standing at the im- 
posing-stone. Light dodged the first shot, and 
the ball struck a printer standing at his case, 
named Gerhard Lizins, in the groin, Harding 
fired a second shot, which wissed Light, but 
hit another printer named Richard Walters 
in the leg. The latter, fearing further 
damage, at once jumped through a 
window, and, in falling upon the pavement, suf- 
fered a fracture of both his ankles, which will 
lay him up for Weeks and make him a cfipple for 
life. Harding tried to shoot three times more, 
but only the caps exploded. He made no at- 
tempt to shoot the sixth load. An occupant ot 
an ‘adjacent room, attracted by the firing, led 


him away, Harding saying he bad been trying to 


kill “a damned rat.” Light tan out of the 
room and building, and to the Court- 
House, where he asked protection, and 
lodged complaint against the man 
who had so persistently sought his life. 
Lisios, who was badly wounded, was 
taken inte a doctor’s office, his wound probed, 
and the ball removed. The bali entered the 
felt side, above the hip-bone, turned upward, 
crossed the spine, and was taken out an iach 
and a half from the spine on the right side. It 
was feared that the wound was Iatal, but a later 
oxamination leads to a belief that the man will 
recover, although he is badly hurt. Harding 
was arrested at his owt office, where he had 
gone alter the shooting, and taken at once be- 
fore the Grand Jury, apom four charges of as- 
sault. and. battery wih intent to kill. Upon 
three of them ball was fixed, but in 
the case o Lans Mayor Caven 
declined to admit to ball, awaiting the certain 
results of the wound. Harding declines to 
make any detailed statement, but expresses 
„deep sorrow that any ingocent man has been 
madeto suffer. He sent word this afternoon 
to Lizins that be would pay his doetor’s bill and 
all expenses! The trouble between Light and 
Harding is of two years’ duration, and has been 
bitter to the last degree. Sentiment now is 
universal against Harding, Opinion is freely 
expressed that Harding is and has been insane, 
and irresponsible for his action. He has 
been a great sufferer. fur years from 
troubles in the head, and has been 
compelled to visit the Hot Springs frequently 
to obtain relief. This last visit, from waich he 
returned only two or three days ago, failed to 
benefit him, and he has complained of insom- 
nia, loss of memory, and loss of common sense. 
A family bereavement suffered some years ago 
greatly affected Harding physicaliy and mental- 
ly, and be has never fully recovered. | When 
Harding asked for a guu from the pawubroker 
he said he wanted it to kill cats. He ztoutly 
denies any intention of killing Licht last pight, 


desired to have a talk with him. 

Later investigation shows that an issue of the 
Democrat a weck ago contained the vile insin 
tion that Harding was himself the origin of 
his daughter’s disgrace and death, four or five 
years ago, out of which grew Harding's attempt 
to kill Light.

A BRAVE WIFE.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 5.—Last night, at 
Rockland, fourteen miles from N asbville, George 
Ricks was murdered by Thomas Harrington. 
During the day Harrington sat down toa game 
of cards, which continued until the afternoon, 
when a. dispute arose between the two, and re- 
sulted in breaking up the game. Abusive words 
passed on both sides, and, rising, both men left 
the grocery, Ricks going toward the residence 
of Dr. Doxey, 200 or 300 yards distant, while 
Harrington ‘started up the road. Meeting a 
friend, Harrington told him that he had discoy- 
ered a red fox down near Ricks’ grocery, and 
wanted to borrow a shotgun for the  pur- 
pose of killing it. The man, not baving 


the slightest suspicion. of any foul intent 


on the part of Harrington, granted the request, 
and, going to his house, procured the gun and 
gave it to Harringtoa. Harrington then left his 
triend, and went straight to Ricks’ grocery. Not 
finding Ricks at the grocery, Harrington coutin- 
ued his steps in the direction of Dr. Dorséy’s 
house, where be discovered Ricks standing in 
the front yard. Approaching him, Harrington 
renewed. the quarrel commenced a few bours 
before and threatened to shoot Ricks. From 
this loud, angry words followed, which attract- 
ed the attention of Ricks’ wife. Seeing ber hus- 
band in er, Mrs. Ricks ran to his assist- 
ance, where she arrived just in time to 
catch him ih her arms as he was fall- 
ing, Harrington having, shot him as she 
reached the spot. Mrs. Ricks attempted to 
draw her hugband’s pistol as she held bun in her

of that day in said hall, composed of from two to 
three hundred individuals, most of whom were 
rpey men cabinetmakers, engaged in the several 
bes of the manufacture of furniture in Chica 
but some of those in attendance were the bro 
ra in that business or delegates sent by them. 
object of the meeting was to obtain a confer- 
voce of the journeymen wn sucn proprietors or 
their authorized delegates, with the view of en- 
deavoring to secure an increase of the price or 
dimination of the bours of labor. The attendents 
were wholly unarmed, the meeting was perfectly 
bie and orderly, aad, while the people were 
sitting quietly. with their backs towards the 
entrance to the ball, with a few persons 
on the stage in front of them, and all engaged 
merely in the business for which they had assem - 
pied, a force of from fifteen to twenty-five police. 
men came suddenly inte the hall. ay if not all 
of them, having a policeman's cluo in one band 
and a revolver in the other; and. making no pause 
to determine the actual character of the meet 
ing, they immediately shouted, ** (Get out of here. 
you —— — —,” and n beating the people 
with clubs, some of them actually firing 
their revolvers. One young man was shot through 
the bead and killed. But. to complete the atrocity 
of this aflair on the part of the officers engaged in 
jt. when the people hastened to make their escape 
from the assembly room, they found police- 
men stationed on either side of the stairway lead- 
ing from the hall down to the street, who applied 
their clubs to them as they passed, seemingly with 
all the violence practicable under the circum- 
stances, These general facts were established by 
an overwhelming mass of testimony, and for the 
rpose of the questions in the case it is useless to 
go furtherinto detail. 

For the purpose of bringing the whole matter be- 
fore the Court, the defendants were permitted to 
show that there were riots in other parts of the 
city. and that about the time of this meeting being 
broken up, or soon therea‘ter, there was apparently 
a large one at the Haieted street viaduct, at 
Whien one man was killed. by whom was not 
shown. When the evidence was closed the 
counsel for the plaintiff stated that their sole ob- 
ject in bringing the suit was to have the question 
determined whether the people composing the 
meeting in question had a constitutional and law- 
ful richt to assemble for the purpose for which 
they assembled, and whether or not it is lawful 
for the police force of Chi or anybody ene to 
forcibly invace the meeting ald break it up. That 
thie might be understood as fheir position, they 
expressly waived all claim for damages except 


nominal. 

The chief political right of the citizen in our 
Government; based upon the pobular will as rega- 
lated by law, ie the right of scffrage; but to that 
right two others are auxiliary and of almost equal 
importance: „ the rigatof free speech and of a 
free press: and, second. the right of the people to 
assemble ina peaceable manner to consult for the 
common good. These are ämong the fundamental 

incipies of rr and guaranteed by our 

onstitution. Sec. 17, Art. II. of toe Bill of Rights, 
declares, ** The people have the right to assemble 
ina peaceable manner to consult for the common 
good, to make known their opinions to their rep- 
resentatives, and to apply for redress of griev- 
ances.” Jurists do not regard these declara- 
tions the Bill ‘Of Rigate es»: ‘creat. : 
ing or conferring the rights, but as 
guarantees against their deprivation or infringe- 
ment by any of the powers or agencies of the Gov- 
ernment. e richts themselves are regarded as 
the natural. unalienable rights belonging to every 
individual, or as political, and based upon or aris- 
ing from principles inherent in the very nature of 
a system of free government. The constitutional 
guarantees are a protection against invasion by the 
Legislature or any Other power of the Government. 
But for an invasion of either natural or political 
rights to the injury ef the individual, it is to 
the common law we look for the remedy. The 
maxim is, Un jus, idi remedium. There 
u no wrong without a remedy. If a man 
basa right, he must, as was observed by Chief- 
Justice Holt, in Ashley va. White (2 Lord Raym, 
Rep. 953), have a means to vindicate and main- 
tain it. and a remedy if he is injured in the exer- 
cise and enjoyment of it; and, indeed. it is a vain 
thing to i nea right without a remedy, for want 
of right and want of remedy are reciprocal. The 
right of the people to assembie in à peace- 
able manner to consult for the common good 
being a constitutional right, it can be exercised 
and enjoyed within the scope aud spirit of that 
provision of the Constitution indepeniently of 
every other power of the State Government. It 
cannot be successfully maintained that. under 
our institutions, the interests of the laboring classes 
do not concern the pubiic geek. We have had 
legisiation in this State upon the very subject mat- 
ter in partfor the consideration of which the 
meeting in question was assembled. Those laws 
are regarded as public laws, because they concern 
the common

BISHOP 
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The Life and Character of the Deceased 
Mothodist Frel ite. 


‘Memorial Services in the First Church 


Last Evening. 


Memorial services were held last evening in 
the First Methodist Charch for the late Bishop 
Ames. Presiding-Eider Willing officiated. The 
devotional exercises were conducted by the Rev. 
Dr. Hatfield, after which Dr. Willing stated 
that the general meetings for the past two Mon- 
day mornings on. the subject of the 
better observance of the Sabbath had 
prevented tlie holding any sooner 
ol a meeting in memory of one of the Church’s 
honered servants, the late Bishop Ames. The 
present meeting was called for that purpose, 
and was fortunate in enjoying the presence of 
Bishop Merrill, who wonld present some 
thoughts on the life and character of the late 
Bishop. 

Bishop Merrill said that the fame and power 
of Bisbop Ames had been acknowledged by all 
Christian people. His carly life was spent in 
the West, towards which his beart turned with 
a peculiar love. Born of Puritan ancestry, at 
Athens, O., in 1806, he enjoved the advantages 
of religious surroundings and a good common- 
school education. Educated for the ministry, 
and impressed that it was life-work, 
he became a probationer of the 
Illinois Conference in 1830, Afterwards be 
became prominent as a minister, and then as a 
Presiding Elder, in Indiana; and in 1840 he be- 
caine Corresponding Secretary of the Missionary 
Society. Aasuch, his duties took him among 
the Indians. He had noe wide reputation 
as a fine pulpit orator, but his @nperior execu- 
tive und administrative ability put bim in rauk 
with the great men of his day. commanding 
were his talents and abilities that he was even 
asked to accept civil oflice, and could bave been 
United States Sevator from Indiana had ne de- 
sired political rs. But his: duty, as he 
viewed it, lay in another direction. In 1852 be 
was elected a Bishop, and of bim it might in- 
deed be said that be honored and graced the po- 
sition, never having been found wanting in any 
emergency, no matter how trying. He was em- 
phatically a man of the times and for the times, 
of the people and for the people. With every 
State and Territory, every section of the coun- 
try, every want of the people, he was familiar. 
He gathered lessons from every quarter and 
treasured them up in g memory which was won- 
derfuly retentive.. A close student of history 
he believed iu its study as supplementary to that 
of revelation. Asa preacher he ranked deservedly 
bigh, and his sermons, though simple, were 
not less effective than the more labored and 
ornate productions of some of ris colleagues. 
Had he never been known as a Bishop, be must 
have been known as a preacher. As a Bishop, 
he early took rank as one of the 

“GREATEST THE CHURCH HAD PRODUCED.” 
The qualities that would have made/him a great 
statesman served him well in bis great office in 
the Church. Without ostentation, he appeared 
well; without stubborness, he was firm; witb- 
out haughtiness. he was proud and dignified 
He was a positive man, and, without being ob- 
trusive, bad strong opinions which he was read v, 
when occasion offered, to extress. His learning 
was deep, and not on the superficial order. He 
never halted at duty and _responsi- 
bility, ‘difficult was to sometimes 
go ahead when he thought, not of 

imself, but of others; but he always saw his 
duty clearly and at the start, and did it, 
where others would have hesitated, in the end 
only to come to the same conclusions. He 
loved Methodism with the teryor of an en- 
thusiast, but bigotry bad no piate in his creed 
or nature. His was a catholic faith and a 
catholic spirit, but in his dwn person, and as a 
worker in the vineyard, be preferred the 
methods of Methodism. He loved it for what it 
bad been, for what it had. done, 
and even more for what it might ac- 
complish. His life was interwoven with her 
history. He suffered with her, felt that he 
wus reproached when sbe was, and that he was 
bonored when she was. Asa conversationalist, 
he was @ master almost without a peer. He 
despised shams, and his shafts of irony were 
sometimes terrible, while for modest merit he 
nad the truest appreciation. In no place did be 
appear greater than in the councils of the 
Church, and nowhere. except in his family cir- 
cle, would be be missed so much as there, His 
faith iv the future of the Church and the spread 
ot the Gospel induce d him to plan largely. His 
ability to forecast the future was a gift of rare 
value. His faith in God and s conscious in- 
tegrity gave bim confidence and erg nh His 
whole life was an example worthy ot ‘mitation. 
The crown of all bis greatness was bis fervent 
piety, for he lived in communion with God 
and walked in the light of his countenance. 
Hence it was with the utmost confidence that 
he approached the final hour. Woen last taken 
Ul. he was conscious that the end was near, and 
addressed himself ty the final preparation. Like 
a Christian hero, he went calmly down into the 
dark valley, shouting back the assuring words 
of victory, thrilling the Church, All right.” 

FATHER BEGGS, A VENBRABLE PATRIAROG, 
gave, at the request of the Presiding Elder, 
some reminiscences of Bishop Ames’ life. The 
Bishop had become ap itinerant some five years 
after the speaker, and the latter narrated an in- 
cident of the late Bishod's power in preaching 
on the evidences of. Christiavity,—on an occa- 
sion when a certain infidel was touched and 
chastened until he wept tears of bitter con- 
trition. 

Dr. Hatfield briefly gave his impressions of 
the character of Bishop Ames, remarking first 
that he was eminently a manly man. His piety 
was not of the sentimental, sloppy kind. He 
was a bright, cheery, wide-awake, manly map. 
He was thoroughly, in head and heart, devoted 
to the cause of Christ, and the taleuts he pos- 
sessed would, in any other field, have made him 
celebrated. Aud vet there were defects in that 
noble character. He was severely conservative, 
perhaps unfortunately so,—and his aversion 
to change grew upon him with increase of years. 
While the speaker did not think him greedy of 
power, it was true that he held the reins with 
a very firm hand, rode and managed a pretty 
high horse, and rode it admirably. As 
was the case with all really great 
men, he had great confidence in his 
own judgment, and it was with great 
reluctance that he ever departed from it. But, 
as was always the case with great men, he 
showed himself to be right. He was an enemy 
of all affectation, and his manner of tapering jt 
down was someth 
at a certain Conference, a wordy voung mivister 
got up, in his “‘highfalatin’’ way, and asked 
leave to “ fly on the wings of affection,” etc., 
to attend the funeral of a departed friend. 
„Well, brother, interrupted the Bishop 
won't the street-cars do as well!“ [Smiles. | 
The Church, said Dr. Hatfield, in conclusion, 
had sustained a serious loss in his death, for his 
place was a hard one to fiil. 

The Rev. 8. K. Adams moved the appoint- 
ment of a committee of three to draft a series 
of resolutions expressing sympathy aud appre- 
ciation to be sent to the family of the late 
Bishop. Ihe motion prevailed, and the Rev. Dr. 
Attams, the Rev. Dr. Hatfieia, and the Rev. Dr. 
Wilting were appointed as such Committee, and 
were further instructed to secure the publica- 
tian of the resolutions in the Advocate and in 


pamphlet form. 


The meeting was then dismissed with the 
benediction by the Rev. Dr. Ihomas. 


SUICIDE OF A NOTED COOK, 
New York World, May 3. 

Heinrich Albert Sattler, rather a noted cook 
tolerably well Koown in this city, committed 
suicide yesterday morning in the Reinhardt 
Hotel, No. 2 Greenwich street, bv shooting him- 
self in the head. Sattler was a cabin passenger 
from Bremen iu the steamer Mosel which ar- 
rived Saturday last. He was accompanied de 
George Brummel, his valet. When they went 
to the Reinhardt Hotel Mr. Sattler was assigued 
to Room 10 on the third floor. He was reticent 
and apperently fatigued. He had a good deal 
of baggage. on Monday he bad a draft for $600 
cashed at the banking-house of Schultz & Ruck 
zaber, at No. 42 Exchange place, aud deposited 
the proceeds with Mr. Hoffmann, of the 
German-American Society. On Thursday 
night be went to. bed late, directing 
bis valet to bring breakfast to bis 
room in the morning. Brummel called bim at 
7:30, took his order for breakfast, and found 
the door locked when he came back at 8. The 
door was forced, and Mr, Sattler was found 
partly dressed on the figer. He had shot bim- 
self twice in the fore with a pistol. Ina 
leather bag eround his waist were 405 gold 
marks. He bad altogether about $600 in money, 
@ great many letters and papers, and à receipt 
for a deposit of $1,150 with the German-Ameri- 
can Society. It was learned also from the offi- 
cers of that Society that he bad $15,000 deposited 
with them. 

Sattier was a native of Wurtemburg, and was 
60 vears old. He was sent to a milimry academy 
when a boy, but ran away. His place was taken 
by bis brother. who now holds a Colovel’s com- 
mission in the German army. Heinrich re-

A 
few years rwards Mr. Sattler came to Amer- 
ica, met his old employer in this city, and was at 
once engaged. The bouse. became famous for 
its cookery. Sattler remained there until 1869, 
when the house was purchased by its present 
propriertor and Mr. Dietz retired. After that 
Sattler traveled in the West, and in 1878 re- 
turned to his native land. He was summoned 
to Stuttgart by King William and pressed into 
his se as chief cook, but being of a restiess 
disposition, and having plenty of money, he 
wanted to be his own master and sent in his 
resignation. He refused all offers of permanent 
engagements, but went the rounds of the water- 
ing-places and amassed a good deal of money, 
some of which he sent to the German-American 
Society to be invested for him in this country. 
He has a wife, but Mr. Spahr does not know if 
he has any children. His wife keeps a hotel at 
Calw, Wurtembure. No reason for his suicide, 
unless it be domestic trouble, is known.

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has affirmed the constitutionality of the 
Pacific Railroad Sinking-Fund ect passed by 
the Forty-fifth Congress. This decision puts 
at once into the Treasury $4,000,000, which 
would otherwise have been distributed among 


ae ee Pacific Railroads, and 
compels those corporations hereafter 
to lay aside annually a portion of their earn- 


ings to constitute a sinking-fund for the 
payment of the bonds guaranteed by the 
Government.

THE CAMPAIGN IN OHIO. 

There is a good deal of excitement in Ohio 
just now over the selection of a candidate 
for Governor, and this interest is about 
equally divided between the two great polit- 
ical parties, There are a number of reasons 
that may be given for the importance that 
seems to be attached by general consent to 
an election in Ohio, and chiefly among these 
are: (1) That it is the home of President 
Haves, and any decision of the people of 
that State at the ballot-box is regarded to 
some extent as a Verdict upon his Adminis- 
tration one way or the other. (2) It is also 
the home of Jonn Suerman, who has been so 


the Republican party, including the mas- 

terly feat of bringing the country back to 

specie payments after a suspension of 

eighteen years, that he is looked upon as a 
highly probable candidate for the Presidency 

on the Republican ticket in 1880, (3) it is 

likewise the residence of tor ALLEN G. 

Tuurman, President pro tem. of the United 
States Senate, and one of the most conspicu- 
ous and popular candidates for the nomina- 
tion in the Democratic party. (4) Another 
reason why so much importance is attached 
to the next election in Ohio is, that it seems 
to be regarded as a sort of key-note—the 
State bemg classified by all well-informed 
persons as doubtful—to the great struggle of 
1880, which now bids fair to be one of the 
most exciting and notable Presidential elec- 
tions ever held in this country, and perhaps 
rivaling the celebrated Hard Cider” 
campaign of 1840. Ot course, when Mr. 

Secretary Suxzrman’s backers for the nomina- 
tion in 1880 assume that he will be the win- 
ning cand on the Republican side, and the 
friends of Mr. Tuurman do the same on the 
part of the Democracy, it settles the ques- 
tion, so far as they are concerned at least, 
that both candidates are to be taken from the 
great State of Ohio, and they look upon. the 
next Nominating Conventions as having little 
to do except to confirm and sanction what 
they have kindly taken the trouble to prear- 
range. This is the Ohio idee.“ 

Ohio is indeed a great central State, whose 
favorite sons have always occupied prominent 
and leading positions in the councils of the 
Nation, and many of her eminent citizens 
have left the permanent impress of their 
genius upon whatever has been wholesome 
and beneficent in the conntry’s past history. 
But as great as Ohio is acknowledged to be, 
and as conspicuous as many of her sons have 
become as statesmen and soldiers, her people 
must not delude themselves with the idea 
that she is the whole country and her citizens 
the arbiters of the political destiny of the 
American Continent. That little motto of 
ours, 2 pluribus unum,” does not mean 
that we are many in one and that one Ohio, 
as some of the Buckeye politicians evidently 
think; but it has a much wider significance, 
and covers more ground than the area bounded 
on the north by Lake Erie and on the south 
by the Ohio River. 

The present political agitation in Ohio is 
noteworthy, if not of National consequence, 
and of considerable interest to the careful 
observer of passing events. Until quite 
recently, Mr. Tarr, who acquired some 
notoriety as Attorney-General for awhile 
under Gen. Grant, has seemed to divide the 
choice of the Republicans of the State as a 
candidate for Governor about equally with 
Cuartes Foster, who has served several 
terms in Congress with great efficiency and 
popularity.

THE LEGAL STATUS OF THE INDIANS. 

The Ponca habeas-corpus case is now being 
tried before Judge Luypy, United States 
District Judge at Omaha. It will be remem- 
bered that the reservation of this tribe was 
located in Dakota, at the junction of the 
Missouri and the Niobrara Rivers, and that 
they were a year or two since compelled by 
the Government to give up this reservation 
and move south to the [Indian Territory, m 
order to make place for the Sioux, whose 
reservation had redently been transferred 


Nebraska. They were given land by the 
Omahas, and had succeeded in planting quite 
a crop of wheat, when they were, by orders 
of the Indian Bureau, séized by the military 


authorities, to be taken back to the Indian | ; 


Territory. There being much sickness among 
them, they were allowed to remain for a time 
at Fort Omaha, and it was while there the 
writ of habeas corpus in their case was issued 
by Judge Lonny. 

The object of the writ was, of course, to 
test the authority by which the Government 
holds these Indians, and, if such authority 
was not found eufficient, to release them 
from custody and permit them to commence 
work for themselves. The weight of legal 
authority is decidedly in favor of their re- 
lease, It has been held in the majority of 
legal opinions governing Indian affairs that, 
where an Indian tribe preserves its tribal rela- 
tions, it is practically an independent nation, 
but that when an Indian severs such 
relations he becomes, by the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution, a citizen 
of the United States, and entitled to all the 
rights and privileges of such citizenship. 
These Indians have abandoned their tribal 
relations, and they now claim the rights 
of citizenship. The writ was applied for by 
them, and they perfectly understand the im- 
portance of the case, not only to themselves, 
but to the entire Indian race. 

The question involved is probably one of 
the most important which has ever occurred 
in our intercourse with Indian tribes. In its 
treatment of these Indians, the Govern- 
ment seems to recognize no law. It appears 
to consider that they have no rights which it 
is bound to respect. It claims that, under 
no circumstances, can Indians be other than 
wards of the Nation, It is important that it 
be known when, if ever, does this wardship 
cease, Is the Indian, no matter how civil- 
ized he may be, never to become a free 
citizen? If permitted to acquire citizenship, 
what degree of civilization shall he possess 
in order to be free from the shackles of the 
Indian Bureau, and to feel that he has a 
right to acquire property, to make his home 
where it pleases him, and to raise and edu- 
cate his children ? 

These Poncas are as civilized and as com- 
petent to perform the duties of citizens as 
yery many white men. If the case is de- 
cided in their favor, there can be no doubt 
its effect will be beneficiai upon many Indian 
tribes. It will enable them to see in the 
future some hope for themselves and their 
children, and it will make many work to be- 
come civilized who are now disheartened 
and in despair, If the decision is adverse to 
them, and the Ponens are compelled to 
return to the Indian Territory, they will be 
confirmed in the belief: they now very natur- 
ally entertain, that the Government gives 
far more consideration to the caprices of 
savage tribes who make themselves feared 
thap it does to the rights and necessities of 
those tribes who have, for years striven to 
acquire the white man's habit of life.

Graxpd Raps, Mich. ,/Mby 1.—I have just read 
your editorlal in Wednesday's paper on ‘*‘ Virginia

Col. Morrison, of this State, is the authority 
quoted last Wednesday by the Washington cor- 
respondent of the New York Commercial Bul- 
letin for saying that there will not be any tariff- 
legislation this year or next. Mr. Morrison 
asserted that Speaker Ranpa.w and Chairman 
Woop have determined that the tariff shall not 
be reduced, and that no Revenue bill shall pass; 
and they have the power to prevent the requisite 
legislation. Morrison added that seven Demo- 
crate met concerning ousting Woob from bis 
position, but did not doit because they knew 
they could not carry any measure without the 
Speaker. Nor does Woop expect to pass a 
general tariff bill within the next two years. 
The Republicans generally, Mr, Morrison 
thinks, are Protectionists, and do not want a 
new tariff bill; and Woop doesn’t know enough 
to frame one, Rawpatt knew that when he 
put Woop there, and the Committee is a farce 
as far as efficient work is concerned. That is 
what Mr. Morrison thinks. 

Senator Bnocn, of Mississippi, the only col- 
ored member of the present Congress, and a 
highly intelligent and conservative gentleman, 
has written a letter in regard to the colored ex- 
odus, in which he attempts to give a reason for 
the movement. Senator Bruce says: 


The causes promoting this movement are com- 
lex and multiplied; but, from tne best informa- 
on that I can obtain, the exodes of the colored 
people from the South is referable mainly to two 
considerations: First, the feeling of insecurity 
and uneasiness among the colored classes, spring 
ing from the unfortunate race+-collisions and vio- 
lence that have sometimes existed in certain 
Southern localities; and, second, from the fact 
that the colored laborers haye not, in many in- 
stances, received satisfactory returns for the prod- 
ucts of theirlabor. These causes have been at 
the origin of the movement, but have, I fear, been 
stimulated, to some extent, by bighiy rose-colored 
letures of the advantages of Western hie and 
ome,

A letter from a Kansas correspondent says 
that, in spite of the President’s proclamation 
warning citizens not to enter the Indian Terri- 
tory, a large body of men have gone into the 
heart of the Territory and laid out a city. The 
correspondent referred to declares that thou- 
sands of immigrants are on the line of march 
from every section, converging toward the gen- 
eral rendezvous; and probably 5,000 people will 
be encamped between the Cimaron and Cana- 
dian Rivers within the present week. Another 
Indian war may then be looked for iu the near 
future, and the troubles will continue until the 
United States has a standing army of sufficient 
strength to enforce its authority. Some of the 
newspapers of that section—notably the Kansas 
City Zimes—heartily indorses this occupation 
of the Indian Territory, and enforce their opin- 
ions in leading editorials, 


Wuitetaw Rur, editor of the New York 
Tribune, has sent out to Kansas his second in- 
stallment of New York boys who are in search 
of good homes. The Kansas Sua says that, after 
the arrival of the boys at Parsouws, they were 
well fed and rested, and then marched to the 
Methodist Church, where a committee was con- 


vened to perform the duty of finding them 


homes, This was so ensily done that, on the 
day after their arrival, all but four were pro- 
vided with good homes, and the Sun says, 
It is worthy of note that those who have taken 
them are in every instance well able to care for 
them properly, and are persons who will make 
their homes pleasant for the boys.”

They 
had built houses, cultivated farms, estab- 
lished schools and churches, and by their 
industry, intelligence, and thrift had not 
only acquired property, but were rapidly 
becoming civilized and capable of support- 
ing themselves. The order of the Govern- 
ment, requiring them to abandon their homes 
anfl to move to the Indian Territory, was by 
no means cordially assented to, although its 
binding force was recognized by them. 
They went as they were told,—without tron- 
bl¢,—and in doing 80 were neces- 
satily compelled to abandon their im- 
provements and much other property 
which they could not carry with them. On 
artiving in the Indian Territory they were 
given the privilege of selebting the best por- 
tion of the Territory which had not previ- 
ously been assigned to other tribes, and told 
to go to work to make new homes for them- 
selyes. As the same privilege of selection 
had been given to many other tribes who had 
been previously moved to the Indian Terri- 
tory, it is fair to suppose that the land left 
for the Poncas was of not much value. 
When the tribe reached the Indian Territory 
it numbered over 700 souls. Since then 
about 160 have died of disease incident to 
the unhealthy location they were forced to 


occupy, and to the climate, to which they | 


wete wholly unaccustomed. In giving up 
their reservation in Dakota by order of the 
Government, and abandoning their property, 
it ig understood they were promised restitu- 
tion of equal value by the Government 
Agents ; but so far this has not been done, 
and it is believed the tribe is now, and likely 
to be for many years, wholly dependent 
upon the Government. It is unnecessary to 
say that the Poncas have become thoroughly 
dissatisfied and disgusted with the treatment 


Prompted by this feeling, and rendéred 
reckless by the death of his children in the 


eligible to aseat in either House of Con- 
gress, or in the Cabinet, or even to the office 
of President of the United States. He was 
legally capable of founding an university, of 
managing and directing a bank or a railroad, - 
and was capable of making any contr, 
which any other man in the State could 
make; the only exception, legal, civil, mili- 
tary, or political, was that he could not mar- 
ry awhite woman. We are aware that this 
was the law in Virginia, dating back to and 
preceding the Revolution, at which time, as 
Judge Tawney said, it was not considered that 
a negro had any rights which white men 
were bound to respect. Such laws existed, 
perbaps, in every State of the Union,—a nat- 
ural result from the institution of Slavery. 
A change has been wrought in the relative 
condition of the negro race, There are no 
slaves; the negro has become a citizen in 
the fullest sense of the term; he has become 
also a freeman politically, and, as such, has 
become entitled to all the civil rights which 
a white citizen may claim. If there be any 
law in Michigan which will consign a mar- 
ried couple to the Penitentiary for fifteen 
years for no other crime than that one is 
black and the other white, the marriage 
being contracted where it was legal, then we 
question whether such law would be or could 
be executed in that State. The marriage of 
these people was lawful when and where 
contracted; and to prosecute them to the 
Penitentiary for five years each for no other 
reason than that one was white and the other 
„ is but an illustration of the intense 
h the native Southerner entertains for 
the unfortunate negroes, and especially when- 
ever the latter attempts the exercise of any 
of the rights denied by Slavery, but inci- 
dental to a condition of civil and political 
freedom and equality.

Special Dispatch to The Tribunea, 
S7RATFORD, Can., May 5.—Tbis morning at 
9:30 otclock a terrible explosion took plack here. 
A car containing ‘nitro-glycerine, or some prepa- 
ration of it, was being shunted on the Grand 
Trunk Railway, when it exploded, it is sup- 
posed from a package falling down, and made 
the worst wreck that has ever been seen in 
Canada. Pigeon, the switchman, who was sig- 
nallmg the engineman to back up, was killed 
instantly. His leg, head, and jaw were blown 
100 yards in different direction®, and nothing 
was left of his body but a maimed trunk 
so burned and disfigured as to have 
lost all resemblance to humanity. Another 
yard-man, Dolan, was killed by being struck 
with something, but was not disfigured. George 
Hawkins, car-sealer, had both his eyes put out 
by a splinter. and is not expected to live. Jo- 
seph Humphrey is badly cut about the head and 
face, but May recover. James Drysdale, An- 
drew Porter, Alfred Lamb, and some others 
were hurt, but not seriously. In nouses ad- 
joining, belonging to Connelly, Brophy, Wells, 
and West, a number of children were more or 
less hurt by falling glass, but pone seriously. 
Fully fifty cars of miscellaneous 
freight, principally local, were wreckea 
and reduced to splinters, and more than as many 
more had their doors and sides smastied by the 
force of the concussion. Wheels, axles, and 
rails were mixed up in the most toextricable 
confusion, and pieces of iron weighing several 
hundred pounds were hurled to a distance of 
100 or 200 yards, burying themselves several 
feet in the ground. The ground whete the car 
was standing was dug up a depth of about twen- 
ty feet and twenty fect around. The freight- 


shed, a large and substantial build- 
ing twenty yards from the exploded 
car, was badly wrecked, half of the 


roof and the end being blown to pieces. The 
sound in the town was like an earthquake, and 
everybody ran out to see U their chimneys had 
tumbied down. Almost every house in the 
town had more or less glass broken, apd several 
plate-glass windows were shattered. 

The shock was felt at all the towns within a 
radius of twenty miles. An immense force of 
men was set at work clearing the debris, but the 
scene beggars description, Housebeld furni- 
ture, drv-zoods, hides, cotton-bales, boots and 
shoes, carriages, hardware, and every kiud of 
freignt that could be conceived, was piled up in 
au indiscriminate pile, and scattered over a space 
covering several acres. 

The luss is variously estimated, but will cer- 
tainly not be less than $500,000, and may reach 
twice that amount. 

Au inguest is to be beld on the disaster to- 
night. 

The dynamite was for use on the Port Col- 
borne harbor works, and had been billed as 
rouch blasting powder. It has been shipped in 
this way for the past several vears. 

There were a number of hairbreadth escapes. 
Mr. John O’Donnaghue, commercial traveler, 
was standing in the freight, shed, and was 
knocked down by the shock. 

James Miller, call-boy, and Mr. W. Silcorx, 
foreman of tne repairers. were only a few feet 
from the scene of the explosion, aud crawled 
under the cars. They were found covered with 
debris, but unhurt. 

Mr. David Morris, station agent, bad been on 
the spot a few minutes before, but had gone to 
the station. Had the explosion octurred five 
minutes sooper he would have been killed.

| HAVFERLY’S. 
Colvijle’s burlesque troupe reappeared last 
night in what is called upon the play-bill (a new 
and original: burlesque opera,“ entitled Our 
New Cindereila.” The audience: was a large one, 
and quite as euthusiastic as strict justice de- 
manded. We may mention at the outset that 
the morality of the affair cannot be questioned ;

- OBITUARY. 


Sarah Josepha Hale. 
Philadelphia Presa, May 2. 

Mrs Sarah J. Hale, whose name is familliar to 
lady readers in all parts of the country, died at 
the residence of her son-in-law, Dr. L. B. Hunter, 
No. 1418 Locust street, on Wednesday evening. 
She had been for haif a century associated with 
the late Mr. Godey in editing Godey’s Lady's 
- Book, aiid only a few years ago retired from that 
position. She was born at Newport, New 
Hampshire, 91 years ago, and in 1814 was mar- 
ried to Davis Hale, a lawyer, who died in 1822, 
leaving five little children dependent upon her. 
She entered the literary profession, and in 1823 
gained a prize offered by a Boston paper for a 
poem, which was printed with others under the 
title of, [be Genius of Oblivion, and Other 


which fraternity Mr. Hale had been a distin- 
guished member. Her first published work was 
„Northwood: a Tale of New England,” which 
was issued in Boston in December 1827, under 
the title of The Book of Flowers.“ In the 
same year she received a letter from the Rev. 
John L. Blake, an Episcopal clergyman, inviting 
her to go to Bostoh and take charge of a ladies’ 
magazine, which should. be established for her 
in that city. Mrs. Hale, through her pen, was 
instrumental in the formation of an association 
of women whe secured the completion of the 
previously unfinished monument on Bunker 
Hill. in the year 1837 the Ladies Magazine, 
which she had edited for nine years, was 
united with the Lady's Book of this city, of 
which Mr. L. A. Godey was the publisher 
and editor. Mr. Godey became sole proprie- 
tor and business manager of the new monthly, 
and Mrs. Hale was retained as a literary editress. 
She cemoved to this city in 1841 in order that 
she might be nearer the publication office of the 
Lady's Book, and here she has lived a life of 
usefulness ever since. {fo 1877 Mr. Godey and 
Mrs. Hale both retired from the publication of 
the great household magazine, and only a few 
months mark the interval between the demise 
of these two who were so closely and creditably 
associated for a period of over forty vears. 
Among other works of „ Hale were 
„Sketches of American Character,“ published 
in 1830; “Traits of American Life,” 1835; 
‘‘Plora’s Interpreter,’ “Good House, a 
Manual of Cookery,” Grosvenor, a 
Tragedy,” 1838, founded on the martyrdom of 
Col. Isaac mg bed metrical romances, en- 
titled, Allee Ray, 1846; Three Hours; or, 
The Vigil of Love,“ 1848, and Harry Guy, the 
Widow’s Son, a Story of the * 14 
„Complete Dictionary of Poetical Quotations, 
Containing Selections from the Poets of Ep- 
giand and America,” 1858, the most complete 
work of the kind in the English language; 
“ The Judge, a Drama of American Life,“ and 
„Woman's d, from the creation to date 
of publication, first published in New York in 
1855, aud followed by several revised editions. 
ending with a publication in 1870. Mrs. Hale 
also edited several annuals, the Oba, the 

Crocus, etc.; prepared quite a number of 
books for the young, and ¢ the letters of 
Mme. Sevigne aud of Lady Montague. Her life 
was devoted to the elevation of womanhood, 

and in every household in America the nahe of 
Sarah J. Hale will ever be revered,

A short time 
thereafter Col. Cleary volunteered the informs 
tion that he had not been robbed. The man 
Forbes simply asked him for the price of a bed, 
—10 cents,—and the Colonel had responded 
cheerfully. Nothwithstanding the alleged 
friendly and chafitable relations existing be- 
tween Col. Cleary, and Mr. Forbes, 
the latter was consigned to the House 
of Correction charged with the 
attempted robbery of the aforesaid Colonel. 
How these things could be, a reporter could not 
just make out, and to clear away the cloud of 
uncertainty that bape over his intellect he 
sougut information. He is still in as much 
doubt and uncertainty as he was before he began 
the work ot inauuu m... ome hen 

It was learned that the ‘officer who arrested 
Forbes swore positively before Justice Summer- 
field that he had caught the fellow in the act of 
robbing the Colonel. Hence the const nt to 
the House of Correction, What object the 
officer could have in falsely swea away, in 
case he dia so falsely swear away, the liberty 
and pursuit of happiness of a fellow-being, is a 
question which he, that officer, alone could 
answer. Although police officers have been 
known on sundry ogcasions to furnish very im- 
portant missing links of testimony, there are 
reasons in this case why the prosecuting police 
officer should not be accused of any stretching 
of the imagination. Those who know Col. 
Cl „ know full well that. he never tarries in 
town late at night; and that, although. not a 
member ef the Reform Alliance, he is ever 
diligeot in the putting down of the fiery fluid 
that steals away men’s brains. Under other 
conditions there might arise a vague suspicion 
that the gentleman who was robbed. had been 
indulging perhaps too freely in the foaming 
lager, the succulent cocktail, or the bubbling 
champagne, and therefrom the friends of the 
uniortunate might be inclined to badger him 
about his mishap. But, of cou nothing of 
the kind can be said against Col. Cleary. It is 
therefore a, little strange that the policeman 
and the Colopel should differ so essentially in 
their versioa of the incident which forms the 
ground work the herein-described and nar- 
rated circumstances.

A Jovial Irishman Whacks 


His Wife 
| Over the Head, : 


Beeause She Cut His Nose with a

The mupler mania will not down. A jovial 
specimen of the ancient Irishman has the credit, 
however, of ringing in a change by using a chop- 
ping-ax instead of the deadly revolver which 
Las 80 Jong been the favorite in this city with 
the murderously-inclined. His name is Edward 
Mullin, and until yesterday he resided at No. 
526 West Indiana street; and for the 32 
he may perhaus be found in the police stations, 
the County Jail, and perbaps in the stone cor- 
ridors of the largest building at Joliet. Yester- 
day afternoon be revenged bimself upon his 
wife by chasing her out of the 
house and through thé barn into the 
alley in the rear, where, upon overtaking her, 
he struck her down bya terrific blow with an 
ax. The weapon glanced tpon the woman’s 
skull,and made a terrible wound on the left side 
of the bead, laying open the bone for some 
inches. The skull-bone . was cracked or 
fissured, but there was vo visible 
depression that would seriously injure the 
brain. The woman bad doubtiess expected 
something of the kind, as when she was struck 
down she was making rapid tracks for one of 
the peighbor’s houses. Some of the neighbors 
who witnessed the chase and the assault carried 
Mrs. Mullin into her apartments on 
the second floor of the house. Dr. 
Hoadley, and afterwards Dr. McElroy, were 
summoned to attend her. They experienced 
great difficulty in stopping the ‘flow of blood, 
and their efforts were unsuccessful until even 
ing, when the patient became exhausted by loss 
of blood and fell asleep. Dr. Hoadley states 
that if the patient was in good physical condi- 
tion her chances of recovery would be quite 
fair, but she is well up in years, and has been a 
heavy drinker. The wound may cause her 
death, though he still has some hopes of her 
ultimate recovery. After the commission of 
the assault Mullia returned to the house, curs- 
ing and swearing, aud was there arrested by 
Policemen McQuirk and Dufficy, of the West 
Twelfth Street Station, about a hall- 
nour after the occurrence. The weapon which 
he used was found in its usual 
place in the barn. He had not even taken the 
trouble to wipe the hair and blood off its edge. 
It is a common wood ax. 

As seen in his cell at thestation, Mullin is a 
jolly old fellow, full of fun and laughter, and 
looks like any other laborer of his class. He 
was asired to give his version of the affair, whicn 
be did with a brogue that would de 
almost unintellivible if given fh these columns as 
it was delivered. His wife and himself, be said, 
bad concluded to clean house, and had employed 
g Swede to do the calcimining, They were near- 
ly through when he askéd his wife to get them 
something to eat. Sbe had been drinking, but he 
had not. Nevertheless, at the time the reporter 
speaks of there was still a strong odor 
of whisky about his breath. She thought she 
had done too much work for one day, and 
refused to stop just then to cook for them. 
Some other words p between them, and 
while he was cleaning up betiind the stove, she 
threw an fron frying uteneil “known as a spider 
at him. The round @dge struck him on 
the left side of the. nose, causing him 
to bleed quite freely. let the blood drop 
into a pail, and while so engaged bis wife went 
down-stairs. Then, Thfaks I to meself, me 
foine lady, you shtruck me, an’ I'll do ho more 
than shtrike you back fer it.“ He ran down 
stairs atter her, then through the barn,where be 
picked up an “ould ax-hapdle,” as he calls the 
weapon, and “guv ber a dat over the bead wid 
ic as she was escaping through the alleyway.”

SHOOT HIM WHEN HE LEAST EXPECTED IT.

OLEOMARGARINE. 


Prof. J, K. Smith Turns His Microscope on 
the Articie, and Explains Why It Should 
Not Be Taken into the Stomach. 

Cleveland Herald. 

Not many weeks since the Herald gave its 
readers iu epitomized form the substance of an 
article to the American Journal of Microscopy 
by Prof. J. Edwards Smith, of this city, upon 
the subject of oleomargarine. Thearticle above 
referred to gave the results of Prof. Smith’s 
examination of three samples of oleomargarine 
obtained by a friend in New York City. Since 
that time a representative of this paper called 
upon Prof. Smith at his office, in the rear of the 
Homeopathic Hospital College, on Prospect 
street, where he found the distinguished geutle- 
man busily engaged in microscopic investiga- 
tion. The Professor at once laid aside all else, 
however, and expressed himself willing to give 
the Herald the benetit of his examination of the 
subject. 

“The article in the Journa! of Microscopy,” 
said he. was called out by a previous article by 
Prof. Michels upon the same subject, which had 
been attacked by several well-known scientific 
men. I was determined, therefore, to repeat 


Prof. Michels’ experiments, and test for myself 


the correctness of his conclusions.”’ 

“Bat has it not been asserted by some one 
that it is impossible to detect any difference be- 
tween oleomargarine and pure dairy-butcer by 
means of the m 2 9F Hs 

‘Yes, sir. A Professor in Tale College, re- 
plying to Prot. Michels’ article, made the reck- 
less assertion that it was impossible to detect 
any difference between oleomargarine and pure 
butter by microscopic investigation. But that is 
the way with a good many of these fellows that 
do not know anything about microscopy. They 
make reckless asser tions and jump at conelu- 
sions.”’ 

„Have you the samples of the oleomargarine 
here, that I may see them!“ 

„was just looking to see if I could not show 
them to you. Yes, 1 have here.two of the sam- 
ples of oleomargarine and one sample of pure 
butter.“ 

The Professor then handed down two tin cans, 
one of which contained two samples of the oleo- 
margarine and one of butter. From’ the first 
box ne took as much of the oleomargi¥ine as 
would cover the point of a,.peuknife, and plac- 
ing it upon a glass slide prepared it for exami- 
nation. There were 4 number of fea:hervy crys- 
tals (margarine) and a numberof crystals of ni- 
trate of soda to be seen on the slide, but the 
greatest difference between the oleomargine 
and the butter was the feathery crystals in the 
former and the fatty globules in the latter. 

„ What is the greatest danger from the use of 
oleomargine ? 

„The greatest danger, I think, I explained fn 
the article already copied in the Herald. It is 
that much of the oleomargarine manufactured 
from refuse animal fate, in the manner de- 
scribed by Prof. Michels, and.at a temperature 
not above 120 deg. Fahr., may be a highway 
through which eggs ot animals, larve of bees, 


etc., find their way into the stomachs of men.” | 


** What are these little animals like? ”’ 

“They are fouod in many forms, and are 
known by the name of entozoa. They are found 
by myriads in the intestines of many animals, 
aud are only killed by à heat of 120 deg. Fanr., 
which oleomargarine is not subjected to. When 
the eggs of these worms reach the stomachs of 
men the embryo is liberated, and, after pene- 
trating the mucous membrane, it burrows its 
way or is carried by the blood-carrent to some 
distant organ, where it is lodged, but presently 
reappears as a hydatid vesicle.” 

„Jo what extent is oleomargarine used?!“ 

“That I cannot say. 1 should, however; be 
very loth to eat any butter in the cheap eating- 
houses of any city of the size of Cleveland. 1 
hear that in New York it is manufactured in 
immense quantities, and sold to dealers, who 
mix it with pure butter and sell it as such. The 
samples I received were all labeled as by law re- 
quired. The men who buyit and mix it with 
other buiter are the ones who should be pun- 
ished.” 


Gen, Grant and the Presidency.

Wasuineton, D. C., May 2.—It is learned 
here from good authority that the day previous 
to the departure of Mr. ie from vhiladelphia 
to join Gen. Grant in Europe. for the purpose 
of accompanying him on his trip through India, 
he had a conversation with a personal friend as 
to the mucb-talked-of candidacy of Grant for 
the Presidency.

Grant 
permit bis name to go before a political conven- 
tion. He has had all the honors and renown 
that can be given to any American citizen, and 
if he were to run again for President and be de- 
feated, even though be should be unfairly 
‘eounted out’ by the two Democratic Houses 
of Cougress, be would live in history as a de- 
feated candidate. All the discredit that at- 
tached to Grant’s Administration was due to 
the politicians who were around him; asd now 
these same men, who did so much to bring dis- 
credit upon bis Administration, are „ to 
push bim forward again as a candidate, It is 
the desire of the true friends of the General

‘The practical thing to do was one of two 
things: to stand for the absolute law as it stood, 
and in that to hold their hands and use their 
tongues until they had created a public feeling 
that could enforce the carrying out of the law 
without the certainty of its being thrown over- 
board a year or two hence; or else frankly to 
accept the situation that there had come to this 
city thousands and tens of thousands of men

Florence McCarthy said he didn’t like to spoil 
the hopes of the brethren, but their labor's 
loye’’ was lost. The laws read were unconsti- 
tutional.

If 
they didn’t believe this, let them appoint a com- 
mittee and try. Thedanger didn’t lie in the 
police or in the Mayor, but altogether in 
the Judges of the Courts of this county.

The Rey. Mr. Everest remarked that it would 
be unseemly for Christian ministers to be fore- 
most in the movemeut, and the sooner it was 
transferred to other hands the better.

Mr. Leavitt said they would do well 
to regard past experience i movements of this 
kind. He believed there were some points 
upon which they could agree, and that a suf- 
ficent number of citizens could be rallied to 
secure a better observance of Sunday. It was a 
question Whether the statutes of 1845 could be 
eaforced. A Catholic clergyman had told bim 
that his persona! desire was to see the beer 
saloons and gardens closed, but he doubted 
whether the people could be rallied to suoport 
the movement to secure success. He (the 
priest) said he would tend his influence to stop 
processions, picnics, apd things of that 
character. He (Mr. Leavitt) hoped there 
would come out of the present meet- 
ing action providing for personal conferences 
with representatives of. the Lutheran, Catholic, 
and other interests, as they would go much 
further than aninvitation addressed to them. 
He had been assured by several of the Catholic 
clergy that their entire body could be relied 
upon for the support of the movement as far as 
he had indicated. And he was assured by two 
Lutheran clergymen that they would not move in 
a religious way, but would as citizens. He hoped 
the words religion ana “Sabbath” would 
be dropped; that committees would be appoint- 
ed’ to invite leadme men to find out what 
measures could be agreed upon, and upon which 
they could rally the great bodies of men they 
represented; that the clergy would not insist 
upon what they wished, but agree upon 
something they could accomplish, and not let 
the movement slip epee because some had 
preferences and were not willing to look at past

EDISON’S DYNAMO MACHINE. 


He Gets It into Working Order, and Lights 
Up His Shop in an Instant. 
New York World, May 3. 

For the past three days Kdison has been per- 
fecting his new dynamo-electric machine, and a 
World reporter has been watching the progress 
of the operation. At one time the power ap- 
plied was too great for the wires, and they were 
toro from the bobbin. ‘The next day a circuit 
crossed, the machine did not work well, and the 
bobbin was unwound. At.3 o’eclock in the 
morning one of Edison’s assistants began to re- 
wind the Dobbin, and late at night it was ready 
for trial Yesterday afternoon Kdfson and 
Mr. Batchelor, bis chief assistant, were wide 
awake, although they bad not been in 
bed since the early evening of the previous day. 
Edison said bis generator, or dynamo machine, 
had worked well early yesterday morning, and, 
although a man was engaged in painting it. he. 
thought he could get good results from it, end 
would immediately start it. The parts of \he 
machine were hastily put together, the binding- 
posts were attached to wires connected with five 
of Wallace's lamps (in which the voltaic arc is 
used), and steam-power was applied. Almost 
instantaneously allof the lamps were lighted. 
The 
machine did not become hot, it gave off few 
sparks, the lamps gave a steady light, although 
currents of air were not excluded, and five 
lamps were lighted from the one machine, with 
one-half of one-horse power for each lamp. The 
experiment, although imoperfectiy made, was 
entirely satisfactory, and showed that Edison's 
generator will allow of more lamps in a circuit, 
or, in other words, develop more dynamo-elec- 
tric power per horse-power than any mathine 
yet constructed. 

The advantages of Edison’s machine, so far as 
they have been demonstrated. consist of obtain- 
ing a great amount of electricity with the devel- 
opment of little heat. The transmitted power 
is therefore almost entirely converged into elec- 
tricity. These results are obtained by getting a 
larger — fiela and’ employing a superior 
method of w the bobbin with the insulated 
wires. Salsa will pow bave thirty of these 
machines 4. for the formation of his 
mode! station, which will probably be at Menio 
Fost It is estimated that he can get at least 
400 lights by means of his eighty-horse power 
steam-engine and thirty ot his dynamo-elec- 
tric machines. He considers that he has fully 
solved the problem of the economical generation 
of electricity and the subdivision of the light, 
and he will now devote haus time to producing a 
lamp which will be witnout flaw. It is due to 
Edison that an error which crept into the ac- 
count of his work in Wednesday’s World should 
be corrected. hey deere that as more re- 
sistance was offered to passage of the cur- 
rept more light would n This should 
be more of the t.

How Unprincipled Empirics Steal the 
Brains, Skill, and Experience 
of Other Men. 


A Few Words About the Radway Remedies and Their

In another sense ft is the reputation of à manu- 
facturer or merchant, representing, when the 
article has achieved a great popular success, the 
estimate which manktud puts on him and his 
work. In both these phases a “ trade-mark” 
must ever be regarded by the public and by the 
law as something of sacred import, more 80 in 
its ethical relations to the Jaw of richt and 
wrong than a piece of merely material property. 
Cassio is made by Shakespeare to say: 

Who steals my purse steals trash. * 


But he that filches from me my good name 
Hobs me of that which not euriches him, 
And makes me poor in 

Let us apply this to the theft of trade-marks, 
ar that speaking and insidious method by which 
enough of a trade-mark is stolen to cheat the 
pubtic, aud at the same time to evade the letter 
of the law. A mianufac.urer, by the honesty 
and excellence ot his goods, makes hig trade- 
mark a valuable piece of property, for it is the 
means of identification by which the buyer rec- 
ognizes what he needs. ther articles, in many 
instances worthless, are put ou the market, and 
the more significant part of the original trade- 
mark is used. Thousands of people, who do not 
always closely scrutinize the brand or label, are 
thus deceived into buying What they do not call 
for. What is the result? Not only is the honest 
manufacturer cheated out of profits legitimate 
ly hia, but his reputation in the end is seriously 
injured, since the article is found to be worthless, 
and wo he is accredited with giving the public 
badly deteriorated goods. Thus the matter 
amounts to not merely a theft of direct money- 
profita, but a pillaging of the reputation itself. 

Dr. Kadway, whose remedies have acquired a 
world-wide fame, has been the victim of this 
meanest of ail kinds of thieving. Probably no 
proprietary medicmes have met with such a 
world-wide success and are known s universally 
as his.

Vicxsnund, Miss., May 1.—Thbe approaching 
Labor Convention, to be held in this city Mon- 
day, will contain three powerful factions: This 
is appropriate, for in Mississippi everythinggoes 
by factions,—that is to say, everything that 
goes at all. One faction in the Convention will

THE INTEREST OF THE NEGROES, 
or what they choose to consider their interests. 
The delegates of this kind will not be influen- 
tial, but they may be numerous. Though the 
negroes have been invited to participate in the 
Convention, it is not expected that they will 
control or dictate in any degree its actions. I 
saw to-day a letter from ex-Congreseman Lynch 
to W. T. Montgomery, the wealthy colored 
planter of Davis’ Bend, in which it was 
stated that the colored man had little 
to hope from the Vicksburg Convention. 
Mr. Lynch looks upon the Natchez Con- 
ference as much more important. The negroes 
generally coincide in this opinion. They know 
that the Convention was not called in their in- 
terest, in the first place; and that the extension 
of the call to them was an afterthought, which 
has been condemned and repudiated by many 
white men. 
Faction No. 2 is composed of 
THE CONSERVATIVES, 
of whom I have already written. Gov. Stone, 
the Bank-Presidents, and the editor of the 
Heraid belong to this party. Eighteen out of 
thirty-four signers to the original call for the 
Convention are Conservatives. They would like 
to reassure the negro, if possible, by agreeing 
publicly that he shall not anywhere, so far as 
the influence of the Convention extends, be 
molested in the enjoyment of his political rights. 
The Conservatives would also make such con- 
cessions, within reason, to the demands of the 
negroes, as might be deemed necessary to satisfy 
them and stop the emigration-movement.

: THE ULTRAS; 
and of their views 1 propose to write par- 
ticulariy today. Sixteen out of  thirty- 
four of the signers of the original call 
may be classed as Ultras. Many of them 
are planters.

The writer of the article graphically describes

This is gratuitous, as 
no telegraphic dispatch was sent from Richmond 
that moruing,—none coud have been sent, 
as there were no wires into Richmond,—hence 
the Washington operator could not have reccived 
the Richmond call.“ 

The dispatch as quoted in the article in ques- 
tion is not correct. Weitzel was a Major-Gen- 
eral, not a Brigadier-General; the time given in 
the dispatch that was sent was 8:15 instead of 8 
o’vlock, and mention was also made of the city 
being in flames, fired by the Rebel General 
Winder just before leaving; and, finaliy, the 
dispatih to the War Department was written in 
Richmond, and sent by an orderly to Bermuda 
Hundreds, some ten miles from Richmond, and 
from there sent by wire.

Taxation of Telegraph and Express Compa- 
nies. 
To the Editor of The Tribune, 

SenATE-CHAMBER, SPRINGFIELD, III., May 
5.—I wish to speak to the people on a matter 
which just now concerns the public interest. 

The Constitation recognizes Telegraph and 
Express Companies, by name, as proper subjects 
of taxation. The Revenue law made eight years 
ago provides for their taxation, as may be seen 
by referring to the Revised Statutes of 1874, 
pages 863 and 867. 

The Courts let them out through a loophole 
in the law, and so they have éscaped. If they 
had paid as the law provided, they would have 
handed over about $200,000 of honest taxes. 

Bulls were early introduced into the Senate 
this session to remedy the defect in the law, by 
taxing them on gross receipts, as contemplated 
by the Constitution. 

The agents and attorneys of these Companies 
immediately appeared at the Capital to defeat 
these measures. Every Parliamentary device 
has been resorted to to «obstruct and defeat 
these bills. Their inherent justice carried them 
slowly forward; and last Wedaesday, in a near- 
ly full Senate, the Telegraph bili passed.

A Few Words to It Friends. 

NoTtRE Dams, Second Sunday after Easter, 
1874—Last Monday, less than a week ago, I left 
our beautiful home in a prosperous condition. I 
bad never seen its beloved inmates, religious 
and studeuts, in such glowing and promising 
dispositions. I was in duty bound to part with 
them in obedience to the Holy See calling me to 
our Mother-House in Paris; and they were all 
determined, as I had never seen them before, t@ 
secure for the ena ol June a Commencement 
such as our friends and patrons bad never seen 
at Notre Dame. I left all, for the eighteenth 
time, in the hands and under the eyes of our 
Biessed Mother’s towering statue on the lofty 
dome of the University. I left, fully sharing in 
the joyous anticipations of all, of a rich treat for 
the exhibition so near at hand. 

Alas! what a sad and unexpected change was 
to come and disturb our happy dreams! Forty- 
six hours had scarcely passed, and our dear and 
noble Alma Mater was doomed to lie a vast, 
smoldering mass of .cruins; and this morning, 
having returned in all speed from Montreal, I 
find a crowd of visitors looking, with amaze- 
ment, upon the heart-sickening scene of the 
complete annihilation of thirty-seven years’ hard 
labor, an immense bed of askes and debris, 
burying, as they say, a quarter of a million of 
dollars, with a multitude of treasures which gold 
itedlf can never replace. 

My return home among my precious little 
flock had always before filled my soul with such 
delight! But to-day—the Good Shephberd’s 
ene beloved lambs, with a few excep- 

Ons, are gone, and my desolate sheep meet me 
in silence and in tears! Fortunately I have not 
come to add to their affliction, but to console 
them. if I can, knowing, as I do, how purely ac- 
cidental this dire calamity has been, 
and how heroically every one present, from 
within and without, tried for hours to save the 
buildings and their contents from the destruct- 
iveelement.

As every 
one knows, since afew years the country has 
pagsed through an unprecedented crisis; lite- 
rary institutions have felt it more severely than 
any other, and our own here nas been no excep- 
tion to the rule». Our first resource is the in- 
surance money, $45,000. All Ican command 
nivseeif, from personal resources, is $1,000, which 
i cheerfully oiler as the first donation on the 
list now open among my old and devoted parish- 
ioners of Notre Dame,—a feeble tribute indeed, 
but God knows it is all I, or the community, 
can find available. 

But again, is there no other means, no 
grounded hope of meeting this sudden calam- 
ity? ‘There is, thank God! There is, I dare say, 
more than enough to tll my soul with a perfect 
coniidence that before four months have elapsed, 
this dreadful affliction will be changed into a 
blessing anda joy: in the evening weeping; 
and iu the morning, gladness.”” The testimony 
alrpady received from the Episcopacy and clergy, 
tram the press, and friends and acquaintances, 
leave no room for despondepey.

What He Has Accomplished in the Electric 
Light Problem—A New Patent Bug that 
Can Crawi and Draw a Wire—The Secret 
of the New Edison Telephene—Chalk as a 
Transmitter of Sound. 

Correspondence Indiananolis Journal. 

New York, Aprit 29.—I have it from 
Edison himself, and from Edward H. John- 
son, one of Edisou's right-hand men, an 
educated gentleman and facile writer, and Pres- 
ident of the Phonograph Company, that the suc- 
cess of Edison's electric light will not depend 
on any one patent. His experience with previous 
inventions has shown that a multitude of 
patents is necessary for protection, the number 
varying from ten to fifty. The electric light 
will probably be covered by not less than fifty 
patents. Therefore any conclusion based on 
his failure to get a particular patent applied 
for, is premature and misleading. His success 
in obtaining any one of these auxiliary patents 


is of little moment. 
„What are the principal new results which 


vou have thus far obtained!“ 

„Two,“ he answered crisply. * First, the in- 
crease of the light obtainable from an incan- 
descent spiral of wire from three or four candle 
power to thirty-one candle power; second, the 
arrangement and management of electric cir- 
cuits so as to increase the number of lights ob- 
tainable in a single circuit from four or five to 


as many hundreds.“ 

„Have you any objection to telling the In- 
dianapolis Journal how you have accom plished 
this!“

The adverse criticisms of Morton and 
other electricians on the current statements of 
reporters who have been or claim to*have been 
to Menlo Park, to the effect that the alleged in- 
ventions will not produce the result which it is 
now known that Mr. Edison obtains, are, in the 
main sound, for they simply deal with the erude 
early methods and speculations. But these 
criticisms do not touch current § tacts, 
since his success in ootaiving a _ thirty- 
candle power lamo and in subdividing to the 
extent above declared, has been repeatedly dem- 
onstrated to visitors to bis aoe ary i The 
small amount of electricity required by each 
lamp, waich enables him to effect its divisibil- 
ity to such a great extent, sets at rest the ques- 
tion of its economy. If you hold any gas stock, 
hedge ! 

I beard a funny thing when I was at Menlo 
last, which has not yet got into the papers, and 
which tends to excite in any well-reculated mind 
considerable awe of Edison’s genius. 

Your readers will remember that one of my 
letters spoke of the possibility of utilizing the 
present gas-pipes by runuvi the electric-wires 
through hem. Ho is this wonderful Ed 
going to get his wires through the pipes, [ 


a sneer, in the Telegram. Edison took the para- 
graph and — 1 it over. 

„Why, see here, Johnson!” he exclaimed 
the next morning, I'll make a bug that will 
drag a wire through all the pives in New Tork.“ 

„Make a bug! said Johnson, Batchelor, and 
Griffin, all in a breath; what in the world are 
you talking about!“ 

„Well, n make a bug,“ said Edison, an 
iron bug that will go where you send it and drag 
a wire after it.“ 

And they drew around while he described his 
coming—or rather his going—bug. 

Next day he hatched a rude specimen of that 
insect as large as acoat-button. And it stood 
out on the table and crawled. 

It was constructed thus: A minute electro- 
magnet carrying behind it a fine insuiated wire, 
and the armature of the magnet operating: a 
friction-pawl. Now observe,—every time the 
circuit is closed through the magnet the arma- 
ture is attracted, the pawl clutches the sides of 
the gas-pipe with its claws, and the magnet be- 
hind is drawn towards the armature about a 
sixteenth of an inch. When the circuit is open, 
the armature reaches forward ready to take a 
second step. Thus, at every closing of the cir- 
cuit, the little magnet advances one step and 
drags forward the insulated wire. 

This description of mine will be blind and 
perhaps lucomprehensible to non-experts, but 
more people know something about electricity 
than formerly did, and every telegraph operator 
within your circuit“ will understand this 
jron-bug reaches out its armature claws and 
crawls around a gas-pipe. | 

Now, don’t misunderstand this,“ said Edi- 
son, it isn’t at all likely it will ever be used to 
thread gas- pipes; I have made it merely for fun, 
—just to show thatI can make a first-rate bug 
that will crawi around all by himself. I shan’t 
make a cockroach, for there is no necessity for 
any more, put—— By the way, | may make a 
toy lightning-bug some time. He could be made 


.to lighten easy enough. I wonder if he could 


be made to fly.“
